TO RAISE STREET AHOYK
HIGH WATER LINE

At the special session of the city
council Wednesday afternoon, it was
decided to grade- - Third street, which
connects with the Waverly Roard
north of the city to a grade above
the back-wat- er level.

Each winter and during the spring
months people forth of the city are
virtually cut off from entering Colum
bus on this road on account of the
high water. Twice this season the
street and road has .been flooded,
rendering the highway impassable
for days.

The city participated in the pro
ject provided" the county shared the
cost, it being a Joint city and county
project. It is believed that the
board of supervisors will acqulse in
the plan.

A grade of approximately two feel
will be required to bring the road
above the high water level. Plans
for the grading are being made by
Mr. C L. Wood, county engineer.

Filler for the grading will be se-

cured from the debris which is piled
along the street and sidewalk in the:
area of the recent lire and from
other nearby sources, thereby mini-

mizing the cost of the work.

He steadfastly refuses toreveal the
name of the negro who did the

shooting, claiming that he did not

know, him.
